These Secretary Hurley embodied 
in his annual report to President 
Hoover as follows: Be pee 

That continuance of building up 
the air corps enlisted strength by 
transfers from other branches, under 
the mandatory five-year program, 
means the army soon will be serious- 
ly handicapped. 

That increased army pay Is a vital 
subject requiring proper adjustment, 
pay being related to morale and motf- 
ale to efficiency; and ; 

That at the present depletion rate 
‘it will be. but a matter of several 
years when there will be no prop- 
erly balanced reserve stocks on hand

; ‘lack ‘of such ¢ war reserve 
stocks,” Hurley emphasized, “‘would 
make prompt and plete military 
effectiveness imposstble im a given 
sifdation.” : 

Little Changed. . 

“Except for the slight relief afford- 

ed by the pay act of 1922, the pay 
of the army has remained practically 
unchanged since 1908, notwithstand- 
ing that the cost of living has stead- 
ily mounted since that time,” he 
wrote. “The situation\ ee 
the junior officers is particularly to 
be deplored. A great deal is expect- 
ed of the regular army officer. . . . 
Men who meet these requirements 
are entitled to adequate compensa- 
tion.” :

AGANST PROHIBITION 


McLeod Offers Amendment 
To Legalize Liquor for 
Home Use. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—(/)— 
Confident of more strength in the 
next congress, wets attacked prohibi- 
tion from five legislative angles to- 
day as a call was issued for. house 
anti-prohibitionists to meet Wednes- 
day. 

Two national referenda on the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
were proposed along with bills to 
permit the manufacture and sale of 
wines and beer. In addition, Repre- 
sentative Woodruff, republican, Michi- 
gan, proposed in a bill that the fed- 
eral government give assistance to 
states in bringing interstate gang- 
sters and racketerrs to justice. 

Representative Linthicum, demo- 
erat, Maryland, chairman of _ the 
house wet bloc, summoned the execu- 
tive committee to a conference Wed- 
_nesday to map out an aggressive plan 
of action for modification or repeal 
in both this session and in the new 
congress. 

Proposing a nationa: referendum on 
prohibition, Representative McLeod, 
republican, Michigan, also offered an 
amendment to the constitution to 
legalize the manufacture of liquor 
for “use in homes and places _ of 
abode’ and a constitutieral conven- 
tion. 

Attacking prohibition from a_ dif- 
ferent slant, Representative Andrew, 
republican, Massachusetts, asked in 
a resolution for a vote on an amend- 
ment to the constitution repealing the 
eighteenth amendment. He would al- 
low seven years for ratification by 
the states through conventions. 

A democrat, Representative Boy- 
lan, of New York, proposed to ex- 
clude beer, ale, porter and stout of 
not more than 4 per cent alcohol and 
wine and cider of not more than 10 
per cent from prohibited beverages, 
provided they are legalized by the 
states, 

Representative Goss, Connecticut, 
republican, who took his seat today, 
announced he would introduce to- 
morrow a bill to legalize 4 per cent 
beer and another to authorize physi- 
cians to prescribe malt liquors for 
medicinal purposes in increased quan- 
tities,

The Vicar’s 


Ruse. ’ 


Halfway between Paris and Ver- 
snilles lies the charming village of 
Ville d’Avray. In summer time its 
villas and chateux are hidden by a 
mass of flowers. The new American 
ambassador, Mr. Edge, has recently 
bought a house there, by the way. So 
it must be a lovely place, given Mrs. 
Edge’s taste for the picturesque and 
the beautiful. But that’s not the 
story. The parish church of Ville 
d’Avray boasts four frescoes from the 
hand of Corot. Corot was a native 
of the village and in the eyes of the 
vicar he is also Ville d’Avray’s most 
famous son. Gambetta, who said: 
“Clericalism, that is the enemy,” who 
is either born or buried at Villa d’Av- 
ray is not the vicar’s favorite poli- 
tician, one may be sure. Anyhow, the 
frescoes are showing signs of decay. 
In his alarm the vicar has written 
several letters to the ministry of beaux 
arts, As he got back nothing but 
polite assurances that the matter 
would be attended to, and still nothing 
came of it, he employed a ruse or a 
series of ruses rather.

Approved By Four Presidents. 

The adhesion of the United States 
to the court has had the approval of 
four presidents—Wilson, Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover. : 

President Harding submitted the 
protoco] of adhesion and the statute 
to the senate on February 24, 1923, 
and asked the senate to consent to 
them on the basis of four “conditions 
and reservations” that had been pro- 
osed by Secretary of State Charles 

vans Hughes. 

President Coolidge, with an added 
reservation, submitted them again in 
December, 1923, and advocated them 
strongly in his inaugural address in 
March, 1925. 

It was not, however, until January 
27, 1926, that the senate, after loi 
debates, adopted the Swanson resolu- 
tion approving the protocol, with the 
reservations voted by the senate. 

Since then the league has accepted 
the reservations in principle and as 
interpreted in solemn form by Elihu 
Root and Sir Cecil Hurst, and Presi- 
dent Hoover has had the amended 
protocol signed for the United States.

What the Court Issue Involves. 

There has been established at the 
Hague, the capital of the Netherlands. 
or Holland, a “Permanent Court of 
International Justice,” set up in ac- 
cordance with Article 14 of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. 

That covenant and league is the 
fruitage of the demands of President 
Woodrow Wilson when the Versailles 
treaty of peace was being made at the 
eonclusion of the World War. 

The covenant provides that “the 
court shall be competent to hear and 
determine any dispute of an interna- 
tional character which the parties 
thereto may submit to it. The court 
may also give an advisory opinion 
cu any dispute or question referred to 
it by the Council or by the Assembly” 
of the League of Nations. 

Fifty-fourt of the nations of the 
globe have given their adhesion to the 
court. The United States is one of the 
nine that have thus far refused to go 
into it. Two of them, Argentina and 
Honduras, are members of the league, 
and the other six that are standing 
out with us are Afghanistan, Ecuador, 
Egypt, Mexico, Russia and Turkey— 
and we have a tribe of “Little Ameri- 
cans” who think it great for us to 
fluck in that company,

A Malicious Fight on Wilson. 


The strong probability is that the 
United States would have very prompt- 
ly voted adhesion to the court and 
been represented in it in full official 
status for these past nine years but 
for the malicious fight made on Wood- 
row Wilson and all his works by Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge, since de- 
ceased, but then in the initial hour 
chairman of the senate committee on 
foreign relations.

Up to the Senate Again. 

Now President Hoover says he will 
submit the amended protocol to the 
senate in the session that began yes- 
terday. 

The senate of 1926 ratified the orig- 
inal, with the American reservations, 
by the striking vote of 76 for to 17 
against. It is now reported from 
Washington that an informal canvass 
of the present senate shows not more 
than 20 senators unalterably opposed 
to ratifying the document and putting 
us officially into the court. 

But those 20 bucking senators can, 
vnder the unrestricted rules of the 
senate, so filibuster as to tie the issue 
up indefinitely, defeat action upon it 
in this short session, and make neces- 
sary an extra session of congress to 
pass the essential legislation that will 
be obstructed by their tactics. 

The only way to beat them is to 
force “cloture of debate’ upon them, 
or for the protocol to be held in com- 
mittee and give the president occasion 
to call the senate alone into extra ses- 
sion after March 4 next to deal with

MINTOSH COUNTIAN 
POISONED, SAYS JURY 


DARIEN, Ga., Dec. 1.—(?)—Al- 
though Robert Robson, a prosperous 
farmer who lived about five miles 
from Darien, died nearly a month 


/ago, a coroner's jury investigated the 


case Monday and it will be presented 


to the grand jury which is now in 


session. 
The investigation resulted in a ver- 
dict that Mr. Robson was poisoned, 


| but failed to name the person or per- 


sons who are under suspicion, The 
case promises to be one of the most 
sensational that McIntosh county has 
had in many years, the investigation 
being the direct result of a fear ex- 
pressed by Robson a short while be- 
fore his death. 

It was revealed today that Mr. Rob- 
son’s vital organs were sent to the 
state chemist in Atlanta immediately 
after his death, and that a prelimi- 
nary report was made about 10 days 
ago to the effect that sufficient poison 
was found to produce death, It was 


‘rumored here today that an official 


report had been received which con- 


'firmed the earlier finding. 


That Mr. Robson feared he was in 
danger of being murdered is reported 
to have come to light. Sheriff Poppell 
is quoted as making the statement 
that a short time before Robson's 
death Robson went to see him and 
told him to be certain that an official 
investigation was held in the event of 
his (Robson’s) sudden death. 

At the time Robson appeared to be 
considerably upset. and he confided to 
the sheriff in which direction his fears 
leaned. In an incredibly short time 
Robson was dea”. Recalling the warn- 


ing he had given, Sheriff Poppell sent 


the dead man’s organs to Atlanta. 
Mr. Robson was one of the best- 
known farmers in McIntosh county. 
He was highly regarded. He lived on 
a plantation which he owned, News 
of his death at the time caused sincere 
regret among his acquaintances, but 
it was not generally known that any 
suspicious circumstances attended his 


death until the state chemist’s report 
‘came back from Atlanta, 


It is understood that all of the 
facts and circumstances will be laid 
before the grand jury which is now 
in session here, and it will not be sur- 


prising if an indictment will be re- 


turned, No warrant has yet been is- 
sued, as far as is known. Neither has 
any charge been made, though the 
ease is being widely discussed and 
thére is considerable feeling. Whether 
more than one person mav be involved 
has not yet been aisclosed.

The 
inmates are allowed many privileges 
and there is a homelike air about 
the spot that has made a strong ap- 
peal to those who have studied the 
problem of the care of white women 
prisoners in the south. 

The home was erected several years 
ago by the county to relieve the county 
jail of congestion. It was found that 
the incarceration of the women in the 
cells at the jail did them more harm 
than good, It put the stamp of the 
prison upon them.

Mrs. Marshall's grandfather was 
Walter T. Colquitt, perhaps the most 
picturesque character of his day as 
circuit judge, congressman and Unit- 
ed States senator. 

When Georgia seceded, Alfred Col- 
quitt, a member of the committee 
that drew up the secession ordinance, 
went back home to Baker county, 
mustered in a company and left for 
the war front. He rose to the rank 
of major general, His long service 
was topped with the exploit which 
gave him the soubriquet of “Hero of 
Olustee.”

General Colquitt, together with 
General John B. Gordon, his war- 
time associate, moved from south 
Georgia to Kirkwood, near Atlanta.

For more 
than 10 years Mrs. Marshall resided 
in Chicago, where her husband was 
stationed as government engineer in 
charge of the waterfront develop- 


ment. 

In 1898 Mrs. Marshall took up her 
residence at Fort Wadsworth on 
Staten Island, where her husband, at 
that time a major, had been assigned 
to take charge of the New York dis- 
trict. She occupied a residence for- 
merly owned by the Vanderbilts, 
which was in a commanding situation 
overlooking the entire New York har- 
bor, and all approaches. This place 
became a kind of.social headquarters 
for the army contingent and all 
branches of the service in the ‘gay 

ineties.” Meanwhile, Theodore 

oosevelt, who had gone to the White 
House, ordered William Howard Taft, 
secretary of war, to transfer Colonel 
Marshall from New York and place 
him at the head of the engineering 
corps. Mrs. Marshall took up her 
residence on Kallarano road in Wash- 
ington.

She was an intimate friend of the 
first Mrs. Wilson, having known her 
in Georgia. When Woodrow Wilson 
came into political power at the 
White House, Mrs. Marshall, familiar 
through Jong years of usage tvith the 


fairs, became a mentor for the Wil- 
son regime. Shortly after Wilson 
left the White House, General Mar- 
shall, who in the meanwhile had been 
retired on account of age limit, died 
and was buried in Arlington. 

Their only child. Maitland, had been 
married to Jack Knapp, a naval offi- 
cer and son of Admiral Knapp. 

Upon leaving Washington, Mrs. 
Marshall traveled extensively, sta‘y- 
ing quite a long while with Colonel 
Isaac Newell, her nephew, who was 
in command of the military forces of 
the United States army at Tientsin, 
China. He was later transferred to 
the Presidio at San Francisco as chief 
of staff of the ninth corps area, 
where Mrs. Marshall spent a_ great 
deal of her time. Her home was with 
her daughter, Mrs. Knapp, stationed 
at: Vallejo, Cal, 

In addition to Mrs. Knapp, Mrs. 
Marshall is survived by three grand- 
children; her brother, Judge Walter 
T. Colquitt; two sisters, Mrs. George 
P. Howard and Mrs. Preston Ark- 
wright; a nephew, Alfred C. Newell, 
and a niece. Miss Mary Newell, all 
of whom will attend Mrs. Marshall's

POLICE USE TEAR GAS, 
FISTS, CLUBS ON CROWD 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 1.—(UP)— 
In hand-to-hand fight on the capitol 
plaza and grounds, police employed 
tear gas, fists and nightsticks to 
break up a demonstration staged hy 
a screaming mob of more than 300 
reputed communists, at noon, just as 
congress convened today, 

Not until the tear gas and police 
batons had been used freely and sev. 
eral demonstrators injured did the 
throng disperse. Eight of the riot 
ers, including four women, were ar 
rested while at least four others re 
ceived hospital treatment after a run- 
ning fight that extended from the cap- 
itol plaza to Peace monument, nearly 
a quarter of a mile away. 

Tonight, capitol police patrolled the 
environs with sawed-off shotguns. 
The melee was witnessed by 
dreds of persons on hand for thd open- 
ing session of congress. Several sen- 
ators and representatives were among 


the many who Yushed to the closest 
windows following reports that several 
shots had been fired. These. reports 
had been occasioned by the firing of 
teamgas guns loaned to police by the 
American chemical service.

group of men and women, including 
many negroes—assembled at the cap- 
itol shortly before noon for a demonu- 
stration planned by the national con- 


born. There were no indications of 
trouble until 12 o’clock—just as con- 
gress convened, Then at a given sig- 
nal the demonstrators formed in a 
mass at the foot of the capitol steps. 

At the same time, many in the 
crowd produced placards bearing such

Waving these, 
the crowd started up the steps, led 
by a youthful negro and an aged 
white woman. 

Fighting followed immediately as 
capitol police, reinforced by squads 
from several near-by precincts, 
zrabbed the placards and trampled 
them underfoot.

than’ five hours, during which report 
after report was submitted by bankers 
representing all sections of Georgia. 


Left to Farmers. 
It was stressed in these reports that 


| the bankers were leaving the adoption 


of .diversificatiou programs to . the 
farmers themselves and were merely 
co-operating with them and with the 
county agents and representatives of 
the extension division of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, in offering such 
financial assistance as the situation 
warranted.” 

Speakers also stressed the necessity 
of individual contacts’ between the 
farmers and bankers, through the 
county agent as an intermediary. The 
success of the diversification plan, the 
speakers said, depended solely upon the 
success of. the individual farmers who 
adopted it and worked at it. 

Chairmen representing the 16 dis- 
triects, covering all Georgia, made in- 
spiring reports of the success of the 
installation of the plan in their locali- 
ties, None saw any reason for it not 
succeeding now that it was possible to 
interest the farmer in something for 
himself and that he could be sure of 
financing to the extent his farm and 
his business conditions warranted. 

The bankers agreed to either loan to 
farmers, especially in North Georgia, 
suffcient money to purchase seed for 
the apeogg of hay, necessary for live- 
stock, or buy the seed and give.it to 
responsible crowers, 

For Setter Seed. 

This, and the need for a better grade 
of cotton seed, was’ stressed by Dr. 
Campbell. The bankers also agreed to 
purchase good cottom seed or loan 
money to farmers im order that they 
might procure ity to raise the quality 
of the staple in Georgia. The farmers 
in turn to plant their own seed beds. 

The bankers also adopted a farmer 
inventory plan and named a commit- 
tee to make minor changes in a credit 
statement, to be used by all bankers 
as.a uniform basis for farm loans. 


This committee is composed of J. 
A. Johnson, district agricultural agent ; 
Dr. T. G. Tarver and ©. EK. Allen, the 
latter two bankers. all of Macon. 

The¢bankers stressed the need for 
the farmer to take steck of his “arm 
annually and the need for the credit 
statement in his dealings with the 
bankers. Books to be as simple as pos- 
sible so that there might be no misun- 
derstanding between the bankers. and 
the farmer.

FORCED REDUCTION 
PLAN IS APPROVED 

NEW ORLEANS, Dee. 1.—()— 
The proposal to withhold bank loans 
to force reduction of cotton acreage. 
in the south met virtually unanjmous 
appreval here today by the conference 
of the Southern Cotton Reduction As- 
sociation. 

The proposal provides for a reduc- 
tion of at least 25 per cent each year 
for the next five years as a méans 
of bringing the price of cotton back 
to a profitable basis, estimated by 
the speakers at between 18 and 20 
cents a pound, 

The only dissenter was William L. 
Glover, of Orangeburg, 8. C., who said 
he favored the plan but “‘couldn’t see 
how it could be enforced except with 
a shotgun.” : 

The plan was submitted by J. E. 
Garrett, ef Corpus Christi, Texas, 
who explained it was generally fa- 
vored in the Texas cotton belt. Coun- 
try banks, he explained, would refuse 
loans of any kind for farming pur- 
poses to any farmer who refused to 
reduce his 1980 cotton acreage by at

bank accounts is severely condemned. 

“Certain departments and other 
state agencies,” the report sets out, 
“which are required by law’ to deposit 
revenues collected by them in_ the 
treasury are permitted to maintain 
individual bank accounts under their 
own control in which collections of 
revenue are deposited until such, time 
as they gre transmitted to the state 
treasurer. ; 

“This results,” the report adds, “in 
funds of the state being widely scat- 
tered outsi@e of the control of the 
state treasurer and in a loss of in- 
terest to the state.” 

Sinking Fund Operation. 

Criticism of the basis upon which 
the sinking fund of the state is ope- 
rated, along with a practice of de- 
positing state funds in banks other 
than designated depositories, and with- 
out security, is also voiced in the sum- 
mation of administrative evils de- 
tected by the engineers. 

‘he governor's instructions that a 
copy of the report be sent to each 
member of the general assembly was 
vi.wed in some quarters at the capital 
as an indication that his present in- 
clination, based on his study of the 
Lutz report and his knowledge of the 
way the Searle, Miller & Company 
recomimendations dovetail with those 
previously offered by the Ivan Allan 
commission, is to call the special ses-

All these factors,. along with the 
vexatious problem of meeting the 
state’s unpaid appropriations to the 
common schools and to Confederate 
pensioners are to be weighed by the 
governor in approaching a decision as 
to whether the reforms and debt pay- 
ments are to be attempted during his 
own administration or left on the door- 
step of Richard B. Russell, Jr., gov- 
ernor-elect. The latter, in campaign 
speeches and immediately after his 
victory, has Se a in general 
terms. the reorganization program. 

Essential Changes. 

In regard to essential changes, the 
recommendations of the Searle, Miller 
& Company firm do not vary greatly 
with those urged by the Allan commis- 
sion and defeated by the 1929 legisla- 
ture. 

The 17 administrative departments, 
besides the governor's office, which 
would absorb the existing military de- 
partment of the state, would be desig- 
nated as follows:

Department of treasury. 
Department of revenue. 
Department of agriculture. 
Department of industrial relations. 
Department of corporations. 

Public service commission. 

Department of highways and public 
works. 

Department of conservation. 

Department of health. 

Department of public welfare. 

Department of education. 

Board of regents for the university 
system of Georgia. 

Department of audits. 

secretary of state. 

Department of law. 

State library. 

A striking example of the extensive 
reformation in administration which 
is before the governor is contained ‘n 
the set-up provided for the department 
ot revenue. 

Department of Revenue. 

This department would be headed 
br the comptroller general, an elective 
official, andthe grouping of agencies 
under him, if the Searle, Miller & 
Company plan is followed by the legis- 
lature, woukl’ automatically . abolish 
the offices of tax commissioner, reve- 
nue commissioner and motor vehicle 
commissioner, all appointive positions 
engage] principally in collecting reve- 
nues. An equally sweeping change 
would -be transfer of all duties. now 
devolving on the comptroller general, 
the chief oil inspector and’ the state 
chemist to the department of revenue. 
In practical operation, bureau chiefs 
in the department of revenue would be 
appointed by the comptroller general 
as head of the department. 


Creation of a department of finance 
would call for the appointments of +. 
budget. commission (probably from the 
revenue and appropriations committees 
of the general assembly), a director 
of finance, to be appointed by the 


| governor for a term of two years, and 


these divisions of activity: state 
budget, control and accounting, pur- 
chase and printing, and pensions. 
Under the plan for a department of 
financ. five different agencies would 
be eliminated: the department of 
public printing, the state investigating 
and budget commission, the examining 
commission, the*commissioner of pen- 
sions and veterans’ service. 
Public Welfare Department. 


The purpose of bringing related ac- 
tivities together under one head is also 
emphasized in the scope outlined for a 
department of public welfare which, 
in personnel, would consist of a ¢i- 
rector and a board of pardons to te 
appointed by the governor for terms 
of two and six years, respectively. 

This department would embrace two 
divisions: administration of the Geor-

and the ia state prison farm. | 

cial service would extend to children, } 
county organization, jail inspection 

and statistics. 

Its establishment would automati- 
calliy abolish the state board of public 
welfare, the Georgia children’s code 
eommission, prison commission, board 
of managers for Georgia training 
schools for boys and girls, and the 
board of trustees of the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home of Georgia. 

Serious Defect. 

One of the more serious defects 
pointed out in the report deals with 
the lack of full legislative control over 
government expenditures which is, in 
degree, universally tlamed for the 
deficit situation facing Georgia today. 
The legislature of 1927, for instance, 
assumed its full power of appropria- 
tion over only 33 1-3 per cent of the 
expenditures for the fiscal year , of 
1929 and, the report adds, “if the ex- 
penditures made from revenues col- 
lected and not turned into the state 
treasury were added to the total ex- 
penditures, as shown by the treasurer, 
the percentage mentioned would be 
even lower.” 

“Excluding the payments made on 


| the common school loan and the West- 


ern & Atlantic rental warrants,” the 
report continues, “the state treasurer's 
annual report for the fiscal year of 
1929 shows total expenditures for 
that year amounting to $25,000, 
approximately. 

“Of this sum approximately $9,300,- 
OO@ was expended against~ specific 
general fund appropriations for the 
fiscal year of 1929 passed by the gen- 
eral assembly of 1927, which includ- 
ed approximately $880,000 of perma- 
nent appropriations. 

Special Funds, 

“Approximately $15,700,000 was ex- 
pended from revenue set aside in spe- 
cial funds (not provided for in the 
constitution). In accordance with 
the provisions of existing law, the 
general assembly appropriated these 
revenues to the purposes for which 
these funds were established, limiting 
the amounts to be expended to the 
amounts of revenue which might be 
collected, 

“In addition to the amount of ex- 
penditures shown in the treasurer’s 
report for 1929, there was an amount 
expended out of revenues collected and 
not reported to the treasurer. This 
amount, which was not ascertained, 
consisted chiefly of revenues collected 
by institutions of higher education 
and of federal aid moneys.” 

In a eritical analysis of the ad- 
ministrative machinery now in op- 
eration, the report attacks accounting 
and reporting and points out: 

1, The accounts are not centralized. 
Every department, institution or oth- 
er state agency which receives or ex- 
pends state moneys maintains a set 
of accounts. The only accounts cen- 
trally kept are those relating to reve- 
nues which are turned into the state 
treasury and to expenditures made 
from the state treasury against ap- 
propriations' and the cash ..balances 
of the state in the hands of the state 
treasurer. 

Duplication of Records. 

2. There is duplication of account- 
ing records. Duplication is required 
by law in the accounting records kept 
by the governor (actually kept by 
the state auditor), the state treasurer 
and the comptroller general. 

3. The accounts are incomplete. 
With few exceptions, all accounting 
records, are kept on a cash basis, no 
information beifig available as to out- 
standing obligations, accrued liabili- 
ties and the assets (other than cash) 
which affect the financial condition 
of the state. ; 

4, The classification of accounts is 
not fully standardized. Although con- 
siderable work has been done along 
these lines by the state auditor, the 
accounts kept by the various state 
agencies do not fully conform to a 
standard classification which has been 
prescri for use, 

5. Expenditures proposed under ap- 
propriations are nots.approved by a 
central fiscal authority. Obligations 
under appropriations are incurred at 
the discretion of the heads of the vari- 
ous state agencies,- without first being 
approved by a cenfral fiscal author- 


ity. 
No Central Pre-Audit. 

6. There is no. adeqyate central pre- 
audit of expenditures based upon com- 
plete and authenti¢ information. The 
state auditor (acting fot the governor) 
examines vouchers presented for pay- 
ment as to their clerical accuracy 
and for the required approvals but is 
not in possession of the supporting 
purchase orders, contracts, 
which he may pass upon prices, quan- 
tities and qualities of the items: billed 
and prevent duplicate payments and 
overpayments, 

Complete statements reflecting 
the financial condition and operations 
of the state are not produced. Since 
the accounts kept are decentralized 
and are on a cash basis, it is not pos- 
sible to produce accurate and com- 
plete statements of the financial con- 
dition of the state. In this connection, 
it might be stated that the state audi- 
tor is the only official from whom the 
governor can obtain information con- 
cerning the finances of the state as 
a whole. This information is compiled 
by the state auditor from reports on 
audits of the various departments and 
agencies 6f the state prepared by his 
department. This information is not 
complete or adequate and considerable 
time elapses before it can be furnished. 

Results of the seven defects in ac- 
counting and reporting are listed as: 

Complete and accurate information 
concerning the finances of the state 
cannot be obtained. 

In the absence of complete. accu- 
rate and prompt information, the gov- 
ernor cannot exercise an effective ad- 
ministrative control. 

Excessive Costs. 
Due to the decentralization and du- 


plication of the accounting methods, }

The result of 
this defect is an excessive cost of op- 
eration. 

Effective financial administration is 


expenditures, the comment continues, 
all revenues, all borrowings and all 
resources. In the affairs of govern- 
ment, this control must be exerted 
through th®@ chief executive and the 
legislative body. The executive control 
must be centralized in the chief execu- 
tive, not divided among a number of 
agencies more or less independent of 
that officer. The legislative control 
must not be restricted by laws which 
remove a large portion of the revenue 
— the general power of approria- 
ion. 

“That these principles do not exist 
in the state of Georgia,” the report 
reminds, “is readily apparent from a 
consideration of the- defects in law, 
organization and practice enumerated 
in this report. Until these defects are 
corrected, the establishment of an ef- 
fective budgetary procedure is im- 
possible.” 

Turning next to criticism of the ad- 
ministration of the sinking fund, the 
report shows: 

“Without regard to the amount 
which might be necessary to amortize 
the funded debt of the state on a 
scientific basis, the law provides for 
an annual levy on general property 
sufficient to produce a net amount of 

100,000. This sum is used at pres- 
ent to redeem serial bonds which be- 
come due at the rate of $100,000 per 
year. 

Inequitable Tax. 

“The result of this is that no re 
Sources are -being accumulated wit 
which to redeem long term bonds and 
an inequitable distribution of the tax 
which will ultimately be required to 
redeem the funded debt of the state 
is being made. 

The provision that 50 per cent of 
all revenues received by the state 
from all sources shall be credited to 
the common school fund is not being 
carried out, the report shows. 

This is due, the comment adds, 
“probably because a clear interpreta- 
tion of the act has not been determin- 
ed. No exception is made in its pro- 
visions as to revenues raised for spe- 
cific purposes and allocated by law to 
special funds. If this act were. to be 
interpreted literally, then the state, 
in order to raise $1 for any purpose 
(other than for the support of public 
schools) would have to levy $2 on the 
taxpayers in order to comply with 
its provisions.” . 

e annual reports ef the various 
departments and other state agencies 
“contain matter of no_ informative 
value and are not properly edited be- 
fore publication,” the comment de- 
clares. 

“Practically all departments and 
other state agencies prepare and pub- 
lish annual reports,” the engineers 
say, “addressed to the governor, to 
be distributed to members of the gen- 
eral assembly and made available for 
public information. These reports 
consist largely of tabular matter, a 
great deal of which has no informa- 
tive value. This class of material is 
expensive to print and much of this 
is included probably because it has 
been the custom to do so. 


Useless Reports. 


“Considerable money. is lost to the 
state each year in the printing of use- 
less matter contained in these re- 
ports, to-say nothing of the cost of 
the time involved in preparation.” 

Compensating certain state and 
county officials by the payment of 
fees and commissions in lieu of sal- 
ary is condemned for the reason that 
it resnits “in an inequitable compen-

The harbor is 63 per cent complet- 
ed, General .Brown’s report said, and 
work will be pushed rapidly. 

During the last fiscal year army en- 
gineers spent 08,997 on deepening 
and widening the harbor channel and 
$442,096 for maintenance.
